The killings cam e less than a 
week after the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army threatened a 
"long. hot su m m er” ol attacks 
on police.

ST LOUIS (U PI) - Even a 
child 
who doesnt 
have

identical twin can share secrets 
with a look alike friend. 


The friend is a 24 inch Me 
Doll with a mirror for a face It 
was 
invented 
by 
Geraldine 
Naunheim, a 74-year-old grand 
mother Educators say the doll 
is more than just a toy, it s a 
valuable tool in teaching deaf 
and autistic children 


The doll is physically similar 
to the traditional Raggedy Ann 
Its removable corduroy pants 
and cotton shirt, felt shoes and 
thick shock of hair give it a 
unisex appearance 
The doll comes with white, 
black or brown skin. 


Mrs Naunheim, grandmother 
of eight, invented the doll a few 
years ago. She says she has 
always 
been 
interested 
in 
children and has played with 
ideas for inventions for years 
One day her two interests came 
together. 


“ I got up out of bed and told 
my husband about it," she said 
‘‘We hunted until we found a 
stainless steel mirror, like the 
boys take into the service 
Glass wouldn't do. 


"We rounded it off to make a 
face, hut it wasn't clear, so I 
had to find something else," 
she added The solution was a 
plastic mirror 
‘‘We had quite a time trying

This warning made by the State Police Superin­ 
tendent should be heeded with great dedication.

miles i i i width across the entire isthmus for 
the construction of our owncanal. Old French 
survey s were invaluable i i i avoiding mistakes 
that could have been costly and much of the 
materials and buildings left tty the French 
was usable Begun i i i D oc and completed in 
1914 an Amurican constructed and American 
controlled canal was finallv a reality

Governors, 
legislators and government 
sonnet managers have to walk a fine line in 
setting salaries and benefits for state em­ 
ployees On the one hand, we must recognize 
that the taxpayers pick up the tab.

Pioneer of the jfth Regimen! of Fool, 
the “ West Norfolk Regiment/* 1782 


Pioneers were a special variety of soldiers whose duty it was to advance before 
an attacking force, clearing aw ay obstructions and barricades with their saws 
and axes. T hus the symbols of the pioneer were his saw, ax, and leather apron. 
Pioneers were also em ployed as carpenters for the regim ent. 
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- he pioneer shown 
here wears a red coat faced green with buttonholes edged in white lace. T he 
turnbacks on his coat are white, and the buttons are of white m etal. His apron, 
which extended up to his neck, was brown leather. His ax case and belt were 
also of brown leather. His saw hung from his right side in a brown leather case 
and strap. His cartridge box belt and waist belt are of white leather, as is his 
musket sling. His cap has a crown of black leather with a bearskin front and a 
cap plate painted red with white devices and a white border. His leggings are 
blae k and his shoes are of black leather. Like m any of the troops of the British 
Army, the pioneers adopted more practical and less gaudy clothing as the war 
progressed. Before their service in America was over, the pioneers of m any 
British Regim ents wore simple jackets of red, canvas w orkm en’s trousers and 
ordinary round hats or caps. 
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
